More Pamphleteering. 

v 

Last year's prize essay business will 
still be fresh in the public mind. An 
admirable pamphlet, creditable to the au- 
thor and interesting to the student of 
natural history &c, was produced at an 
expense of two thousand dollars to tho 
public. But. so far as the attainment of 
the object for which tho Legislature au- 
thorised tho Government to obtain and 
publish an essay is concerned, it is to bo 
feared that tho effort has proved a com- 
plotojfailure. The iuadaptation of tho 
essay to tho desired end was pointed out 
in these columns at tho time, and the 
position we took has been fully sustained 
by every member who spoko upon tho 
Bubject in tho Legislature. A resolution 
was passed tho other day, recommending 
the Governmont to liavo another essay or 
pamphlet prepared and circulated in 
those communities from which it is hoped 
to draw population, the oxpenso of the 
same to be defrayed out of tho live thous- 
and dollars sot apart for purposes of im- 
migration. It cannot bo denied that no 
legitimate and economical means should 
bo neglected for the purpose of advertis- 
ing this Province and its resources, with 
a special view to attracting population 
and capital to our shores ; but we confess 
that we are beginning to lose faith in es- 
says or pamphlets as a means to that 
end. It appears to us that a very much 
more effective and economical way is open 
to us. Tho Immigration Department of 
tho Dominion is becoming very com- 
plete. Under its able administration 
paraplets or hand-books aro compiled in 
tho various languages and oirclated broad- 
cast in thoso European communities 
most likely to supply a desirablo class of 
immigrants. Every Province of tho Do- 
minion is entitled to a placo in these 
Federal pamphlets. Each Province is iu- 
vited to tako its place. It will at once be 
seen that by exercising this right, British 
Columbia would bo enabled to bring her 
resources and claims as a field for emi- 
gration undor the notice of the millions 
of tho Old World, without incurring any 
expense on her own account, and thus be 
enabled to reservo any little money sho 
might hare to spare for doing the right 
thing by emigrants when they arrive her 



The Municipal Muddle 

Editor Colonist:— Ah the Governor in 
Council has been pleased to abrogate tho 
Municipal Charter of the City of Victoria, 
under which the affairs of the City have 
been conducted for several years past, and 
without tho sanction of law, has ordered a 
new election i f Mayor and Councillors to 
be held on Tuesday next, the 11th iust., 
I beg you will allow me space to say a 
fewhyords in reference to that matter, 
with a view to putting myself right be- 
foro the public. Those unacquainted 
with the facts of tho case may he inclined 
to accuse mo with manifesting a factious 
disposition in refusing to yield assent to 
the wish of a majority of tlio Council, as 
expressed in a resolution passod at a 
special meeting held on the 31st ultimo, 
in favor of an election on the 10th instant, 
as provided for (so the majority contend- 
ed) under the provisions of tho Munici- 
pality Act, 1872. My whole objection to 
the proceeding (and in this I have been 
sustained throughout by two members of 
tho Council) was on the ground of its 
illegality. Tho Act of 187'J, in respect of 
existing Incorporated Municipalities, 
gives tho Governor no such power as he 
has exercised by the publication of his 
Letters Patent, and in calling for a now 
election 1 contend he has done a wrong 
(unintentionally, no doubt, ) not only to 
the Municipal Council, but to every rate- 
payer in the City. The law is really so 
plain on tho subject that tho wonder is 
how the Governor, much less tho Attorney 
General, could, if ho read tho Act at all, 
have made such n blunder. In order that 
the public may judge between myself, tho 
Government, and the four members of tho 
Council who have forced on this unplea- 
sant condition of affairs, without any so- 
licitation on the part of the ratepayers, 
I subjoin the following extract from a let- 
ter addressed to me by A. Rocke Robert- 
son, Esq., on tho subject, in response to 
my request for his legal opinion :

Mr. Robertson introduced a Bill to 
am Mid tho Q >ld Mining Ordinance-, 1867. 

Mr. Robertson introduced a Bill to 
amend tho Mineral Ordinance, 18(17. 

RETURNS. 

Mr. Rabson moved for returns showing 
the Public Officers, of whatoyer grade, 
who havo been dismissed by tho present 
Government, or who havo been notified 
that their services are to bo dispensed 
•with. 

Mr. Mara seconded and tho resolution 
irns carried. 

BUPPLT. 

House went into Ooitimittee of Supply, 
Mr. Mara in the Chair. 

Compensation and salaries to oQicers 
■whoso services may bo dispensed with, 
$6,000. 

Mr. Humphreys said a very great prin- 
ciple wis involved in this small sum. No 
such grant could be justified because the 
officers havo been receiving infinitely 
more pay than clerks or artizans in the 
Province, and have done very little work. 
Tho present Ministry have dispensed with 
30 officers. Therefore it was demonstrat- 
ed that thoro was littlo or nothing for them 
to do. 

Hon. Dr. Ash explained that tho whole 
sum was not all to be expended in com- 
pensation; some of it would go in salaries. 

Mr. Robinson called for further expla- 
nation as to the disposition to bo made of 
this vote. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said that no pres- 
sure had been put upon the Government 
by discharged officials. When tho Pro- 
vince entered the Dominion a certain class 
of officials were provided for by that 
Government. There was another class of 
officials who were not provided for by tils- 
Terms of Union. Tho question with that 
latter class, however, was one of contract, 
and if private gentlemen would not dis- 
miss a guoil servant without compensa- 
tion, how could tho Government avoid it? 

Mr. Barnston supported tho vote as pro- 
per and just. 

Mr. Itob.son, while opposed excessive to 
crtiijpensatioii,said that lie did not advocate 
that any public servant should be cut off 
without notice. Tho remarks of the Provin- 
cial Secretary to tho effect that part of the 
vote would be used in paying officers' 
■alaries, throw new light on tho matter. 

The item was passed. 

Road tools and implements, S500; Road 
Tax Commissions; 82,000. Passed. 

Fees to Justices of tho Peace and Con- 
stables, 82,000. 

Mr. Smith desired information. 

Hon. Mr, DeCosmos said that every 
Justice of the- Peaco or Constable who 
performed a service would rccoivo a small 
fee. The Justices would not be empower- 
ed to act in civil cases. 

Mr. Eobson said that if Justices of the 
Peace did not have power delegated to 
them to try civil cases he would not give 
much for the new system. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos promised an im- 
provement in the Comity Courts system, 
so thai, casos might be more frequently 
heard. 

The item was passed. 

Copies of maps for Registrar! $360. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved to reduce to 
$17(3 83. Carried. 

Copying dispatches for Dominion Gov- 
ernment, $500. m 

Mr. Eobson asked if this work coul# 
not bo done by clerks connected with tho 
establishments ? 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos replied that last 
yoarSlOUO was voted for this service; if 
thore was no pressure on tho part of the 
Dominion Government no part of this sum 
(8500) need bo expended. 

Tho item was passed. 

Library— Legislative and Departmental, 
$1,000. 

Mr. Eobson suggested that a Committee 
ought to be appointed to select tho addi- 
tions to tho Library. 

Tho itoin was passed. 

Drawbacks and Refunds, $500. Passed, 

Advertising in Public Newspapers, 
83,000. 

Mr. Eobson asked if the contract princi- 
ple would 1)0 applied in the matter of ex- 
penditure for advertising. He believed 
the Government had as much right to run 
a steamer as to maintain a printing office. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said that the print- 
ing was done cheaper than if given out by 
contract. 

The saino argument might bo advanced 
on any other matter — steamboats, road- 
work etc. Next session ha hoped to find 
that 'every kind of work was done by 
contract. " [hour.] 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said tho item for 
advertizing was intended to apply to all 
expenditures on account of advertising 
both here and abroad. 

Journal and Statistics binding, 81,000,

HOn. Dr. Asli moved that the Bum of 
8321,900 50 1)0 voted to tho uses of Her 
Majesty for tho year 1873.

QUESTIONS, 

Mr. Bnnster asked tho Chief Commis- 
sioner what stops have been taken to in- 
dues settlement of tho Public Lauds in 
this Province; and what information and 
instructions havo been given to tho agents 
at San Francisco and London ? 

Hon. Mr. Beaven replied- By dissemi- 
nating information; by free homesteads; 
by surveys; by roads; and by schools. 
At the same timo it must bo remembered 
that tho lands could not bo dealt with till 
niter the 12th July. 

Mr. Bunster thaukod tho Chief Commis- 
sioner, 



members' indemnity bill. 
Hon. Mr. Walkem moved the second 
reading of this Bill. Ho explained that 
the Bill provides that the sum of S5 per 
day shall bo considered ample compensa- 
tion for members during the present ses- 
sion; pay limited to 50 days. A plan is 
provided for paying S7 per day after a 
vote of the respoctivo constituencies has 
been taken whether they will agree to tho 
increase or not. The sum paid now to ro- 
presontntivos in this Province is about 
ono-half the rate paid by the Eastern Pro- 
vinces. 

Tho House went into Committee on tho 
Bill, which after a long discussion, was 
passed by the Committee.

EVENING SESSION. 



Th« House went into Committee of the 
Whole on tho Indemuity. 

MUNICIPAL, AMENDMENT HILL. 

Mr. McCreight explained tho object of 
this Bill. The present system has proved 
usoloss, and power is given by this Act to 
the Municitality of collecting debts in a 
summary manner by distress. Tho Mu- 
nicipality is also rendered independent of 
the action of tho Governor. 

Committed for Monday. 

PUBLIC WORKS AMENDMENT RILL. 

This Bill passed its second reading. 

Mr. Eobson explained the object of the 
Bill. The Constitution of the Courts of 
Arbitration was hero proposed to be 
amended. This Bill, ho had pleasure in 
telling the House, was incorporated in 
that of tho hon. Attorney-General. 

This Bill was reported complete and 
committed. 

CONSTITUTION AMENDMENT DILL. 

Mr. Walkem, in introducing this Bill, 
said that it stipulated for tho formation of 
a fourth seat in tho Cabinet. This is ad- 
visable in order that tho Mainland shall 
be properly represented in tho Cabinet. 
This Bill would give each section throe 
seats and would admit of tho middle 
country being equally represented. 

Mr. Holbrook objected, showing" that 
Ontario with a much larger population 
had only four Ministers. A Cabinet, con- 
stituted' so numerously in so small an 
Assembly, diminished the power of the 
people as against tho influence of the 
Govornment. 

Mr. Eobson would oppose the attempt 
made to virtually destroy tho working of 
Responsible Government. One-fourth of 
this ontire Parliament would bo in tho 
Ministry. Six Ministers would command 
a following of at least six more. This is 
strengthening, numerically, the Ministry 
and placing it beyond the reach of tho 
popular members and rendering Respon- 
sible Government a dead letter. [Hear.] 
It is an act to kill Eesponsible Govern- 
ment, M.ike it half the Assembly or 
twelve Ministers and then evory interest 
would be represented. It has come to a 
pretty pass when it shall be necessary to 
destroy responsible institutions iu order 
to represent the Mainland. Such argu- 
ments can havo no weigli^with the House, 
[hear.] The people of British Columbia 
w 11 never allow such a tampering with 
their liberties. The Ministry of Ontario 
consists of six Ministers; but this is iu a 
House of 80— not to 25 as in this House. 
This means the creation of a fifth portfolio. 
[h*ar.] The lion gentleman will go to 
Ottawa after having gained a little cheap 
popularity. There ho will try to got into 
a ring. Should this fail he will havo a 
snug berth when ho conies back. [hear. ] 
The hon. gentleman has no popularity; 
ho sheltered himself behind a clause of 
tho Constitution to avoid facing his con- 
stituency. Ho (Mr. Eobson) had never 
mot an example of a man who had 
so completely given the lie on 
the Treasury Benches to his former 
policy and actions whilo in tho Opposi- 
tion. After boing spurned by tho past 
administration ho oomes forward to occu- 
py a seat by the help of tho Opposition, 
which ho seeni3 now content to ignore. 
What a picturo to contemplate ! For 
twelve years he had been beating the 
bush and had not caught tho bird. When 
in a propitious moment he had succeeded; 
and what a bird it was ! It was like a 
jackdaw with the borrowed plumage of 
tho peacock. Tho time would come when 
oach borrowed feather would bo plucked 
ofr. [Hear, hear, hoar!] He [DeCosmosJ 
claimed tho credit of taking a seat with- 
out pay, whilo with political dishonesty 
on the ruin of the froodom of tho people 
J* was trying to build himself up a power, 
tPio constitutional rights of tho people 
would bo in danger should this measure 
pass. It was calculated to undermine our 
liberties. 

Mr. McCreight would oppose such a 
change in our Constitution, because it 
would constitute such a disproportion of 
official members to tho peopln. It re- 
minded him of tho attempts made in the 
time of tho Stuarts to pack Parliaments, 
This proportion if applied to England 
would bring tho Ministry up to 1'25. 
Such an idea could not bo tolerated. 
[Hoar, hear.] It would not exist coequal 
with the independence of a Parliament. 
In Ontario on Ait was passed not to al- 
low more than ministers to H8 members. 
Now, what was this dons for? Clearly not 
to allow a system of packing. This is ex- 
actly what tho Ministry are now attempt- 
ing to do here. [Hear, hoar.] Ho could 
not see what such addition \va. wanted 
for. So long as tho Government attempt- 
ed to retain powor without tho spon- 
taneous good will of tho House and tho 
people, it degenerated into a veiled des- 
potism. [Hear. J He did not wish to at- 
tribute improper motives to tho Cabinet; 
but ho must certainly come to tho conclu- 
sion that something of the kind was aimed 
at. Tho Government should remember 
that it was not enough to win the sup- 
port of this House. There was a public 
outside which could not be overlooked. 
Now what did tha t public seo ? It saw 
efficient civil servants dismissed with tho 
oxcuhc of naonoiny while on tho other 
band they saw this economy put to one 
side and more expenses forshadowed in 
tho creation of new portfolios. [Hear.) 
Now did tho Government suppose they 
could form a strong administration under 
such circumstances and witli such a poli- 
cy, oven should tliey manage to win 
over this House, Thoy would undoubt- 
edly fail iu securing tho support of the 
outside public tho groat basis of stability 
and powor. Ho should thoroforo oppoau 
the amendment. 

Dr. Ash spoke in favor of tho amend- 
ment and Haiti ho failed to woo any good 
argument brought forward by the Oppo- 
sition against the measure. 

Mr. Bunster rcgrotted that any Minis- 
try should resort to such a swindle in at- 
tempting to strongthon a weak position — 
a day of reckoning would surely como 
when Riioli conduct would receive its own 
reward. Ho only rogrotod tho day was 
not nearer, Tho hon, gontloiuan review- 
ed tho arguments brought forward on 



both sides. No ono had taken a more 
lively interest and active part in placing 
his hon. colleague where ho now found 
himself, and ho regretted havitg helped 
to place in power an enemy who conspir. 
ed against tho liberties and freedom of tho 
people. Diil hon. members roniomber the 
Boston Tea Party ? Tho people are the 
pjwer. ami no administration can stand 
a moment against them if once aroused to 
a semo of injury, and they would yet en- 
tor this House aud kick tho members 
out. 

Mr. Humphrey! remembered the timo 
whon tho pooplo groaned "under the iron 
heel of despotism;" but ho remembered 
no suoh outrage as this. Ho saw that man 
— tho leader of the Govornmont — a rene- 
gade to principle and political decency, 
The officials whom the Premier so scurri- 
lously blackguarded, never did so great a 
wrong. He held with the senior member 
for Victoria District that the people would 
yet enter this hull and kick tho members 
out of it. The Premier sought to make 
slaves of tho people — the people who had 
put him where ho was. No minority can 
hope- to checkmate the wicked designs of 
the Ministry with this fearful balance 
against them. There was no member of 
this House but already knew tho infamous 
attempts that had beon made to got a fol- 
lowing for this Ministry. lie charged 
that by the Bill the Ministry meant to 
carry on t ho Govornmont by political 
fraud and treachery. He disputed the 
argument that it was intended to give con- 
tral British Columbia a representation, bo- 
cause there was no representative from the 
Mainland who could afford to attend to 
to tho duties of an unpaid member 
of tho Legislature. With tho late Pre- 
mier ho believed that tho business of the 
community could bo carried on by four 
Ministers. Tho Ministry meant to in- 
crease tho number of tho Executive to so- 
von and all enjoying portfolios.

Europe 

London, Feb. 7. — Railway travel in 
north of Spain is yet interrupted by tho 
Carlists.

The Queen made her first al- 
lusion to the mission of Sir Bartle Frere 
for tho suppression of the slave trade in 
east Africa. The decision by Emperor 
William in tho San Juan boundary ques- 
tion was touched upon. Parliament will 
he asked to provide for payment of Gene- 
va awards. The Queen expressed her ac- 
knowledgments to tho Emperor of Ger- 
many and tho Gtn>va Arbitrators for 
their works. A treaty for the extradition 
of criminals has been concluded. Con- 
corning the Government of Russiain Cen- 
tral Asia, she says, that correspondence 
has been passed with a view to define the 
boundary lying on tho northern frontier/ 
of Afghanistan, to insure tranquility in 
Central Asia. Papers on the matters men-" 
tioned were to bo laid before Parliament. 
"London, Feb. 6 —In Commons the ad- 
dress in reply to the Queen's tjpeech was 
moved by Ohas. Letter. On settle- 
ment of disputes with tho United States 
although the solution was unfavorable to 
England, there is not the slighost grounds 
for impugning tho judgment of tho Ge- 
neva Arbitration or the German Emperor. 
Disraeli rose and was heartily cheered.
